While both Ohio senators have be- 
come indirectly Involved lu the coit- 
teat through the direct lnt«re»t of 
their respeeUTe fotlowert, ii deTelovx 
on the home etretch that the lines are 
not strictly drawn between their 
friends. Many members -jonciir with 
Qeorge B. Cox in stating that this 
Ught Is not one for the supremacy of 
either Foraker or Hanna in Ohio an 1 
that they are on equally cordial rela- 
tions with both senators. Some of 
Hanna 3 closest friends are for PriM 
and some of Foralter's for McKinnon 
for speaker for personal, local or other 
than factional reasons. 

The lines are much more distinctly 
drawn between what are Itnown as the 
Oox men and the Daugherty men. 
Two years ago ex-Representative Har- 
ry M. Daugherty was defeated for the 
gubernatorial nomination by Oovernoi 
Nash. Daugherty ran on an " aiitl boss 
issue," and his canva.^s wa^ su( h as to 
offend both Ohio senators an ! some 
Other leaders, and especially George 
B. Oox of Olpcinnatl. who threw his 
whole strength to Nash as he Is now 
doing for ' Price. McKinnon was a 
DauKhtTty man then and a leader in 
the last legislature, which was con- 
troUed in Its organisation by the 
Daagherty men. 

Cox Is now supporting Prire for 
•peaker, as he says, becauRe U^^ was 
pledged to him before the present coni- 
pllcations arose. And he also say.s, al- 
though on the most friendly terms 
-with Hanna. ha wonld nerer haTV 
Joined the seacitor In supporting Mc- 
Kinnon for speaker, Whilo Cox is 
friendly with both senators, Daugherty 
is an avowed opponent of both ai d the 
UmnU feature of the contest » the fact 
that Hanna and Daugherty are tar the 
same man tor speaker. 

OAFXTAL AID LABOR

The Una having the dispute with Its 
employes is that of Wychert & Oardi- 
ner, shoe manufacturers, in East 
New York. 

In one department 70 men and wo-

method of making lasts, ado the em- 
ployes demand an Increase of one cent 
a pair. This the firm has refused and 
both sides have fallen back upon a 
onlque arrangement Under this 
agreement the workmen were to name 
two of the members of an arbltrstlon 
commiltee, the firm to name two oth- 
ers, and these four to select the fifth. 
Both sides made heavy deposits agree- 
lag to forfait the sane in tbe event of 
a failure to wtbmtt to the arbHratlon.

THE NIOARAQUA OANaL. 

Featar<>s of Trotocol Which Have Not 
Bern I>l(irl<>«e<l. 

Washington, Jan. 8.— -Some of the 
m*ln features of the protocol between 

the TTnited States and Nicaragua re- 
ferred to in President Zelaya's mes- 
sage to his congress hare been made 

known in recent dispatches from Man- 
agua. But there are many other im- 
portant features which have not yet 
been disclosed, one of these being 
complete American jurisdiction and 
the establishment of American courts, 
civil and criminal throughout a sooe 
six miles wide and extending from 
ocean to ocean and Including the pro* 
posed terminal, Qreytown, on the At- 
lantic and Brito on the Pacific. 

Tha entire policing of this large 
tract also Is placed In the hands of the 
United States, so that It has the pow 
er to preserve order and aftar that to 
issue Judicial process extending 
througnout this zone. 

Besides the amliDrity of American 
courts and of the American police on 
the slxe-mlle none, the chief features 
of the protocol are In giving a lease in 
perpetuity of this tract to the United 
States and at tlic same timt giving an 
American guarantee that tne independ- 
ence, sovereignty and integrity of Nic- 
aragua shall not be disturbed by the 
rights thus conferred upon the United 
States. 

No exact information is obtalnaJ)li' 
as to the price specified in the proto- 
col as payment to Nicaragua for the 
grant to this country. 

It can be stated positively, however, 
that this price is much less than was 
expei ted whtn the nt Rotiations began 
and that it la considered by oflUclais as 
reasonable. It Is understood that at 
the outset the view In Nicaragua was 
that 120,000,000 would be a proper fig- 
ure fur the grant to this country, and 
alx)uL |.'i,000.()00 for Costa Rica's 
grant, but while there Is no 'nforma- 
slon as to the final sum in the proto- 
col, It was known to be far short of 
the above figures. .\s the cession takes 
the form of a perpetual least , it is 
prolialjle thai the protocol include.s 
the feature of an annual rent as part 
payment. A protocol with Costa Rica, 
Identical In form with that with 
Nicaragua, except In the matter of 
price and territory leased, has been in 
course of negotiation and it is under- 
std ](i that a satisfactory conclusion 
will bf reached with that government. 

Syndicate in Trouble. 
New York, Jan. 1 — The troubles ut 
the Everett-Moore syndicate did not 
cause a 'surprise to Wall street bank- 
ers. Hankers here say i.a' those in- 
terested are principally small Invest- 
ors throughout Michigan, Ohio and In- 
diana and that only indirectly will 
eastern financiers feel the effect of the 
passing of the trolley lines into the 
hands of bankers, lntei'6/.l roupons of 
some of the companies in ilic h:vcrett- 
Moore syndicate were paid in this 
city Thursday by Kean. Van Cortland t 
ft Co.. bankers of this city. At that 
office It was said the firm's only Inter- 
est in the syndicate was to act as fis- 
cal a.m'nt for "^orv.i of .be couipanl.^s 
which the syndicate controlled, that U 
had none of the securities, rhe syn- 
dicate's attempt to build a line parallel 
to the Lake Shore, part of the New 
York system, from Cleveland to Tole- 
do. U d to the rumor that the New York 
Central management intended to buy 
out this opposition. It was asserted 
here, however, that tellure to sell to 
the Lake Shore has eauia-.l tha finan- 
cial difficulties of the Bvere:NMoorc 
syndicate managers. 

A Bold Hold-Up. 

News has 
Just reached here of the robbery i f a 
store and postoOlceat Buev(<ito, N. M. 
by four armed men with Wlucbestcrs 
and with faces pained black. They se- 
cured $400 in checks, currenry ami 
postage stamps from the saf* . th(>n 
they loaded what goods they wanteil 
on their horses. After looting the 
place ihe robbers (oread 'he pottmss- 
ter and his clerk to monn*. horses and 
ride ahead of 'them a considerable dis- 
tance out uf town. There is no Clue to 
the iilentlty of the robbers. 

Have Learned a Lesson.

Eureka, Cal., Jan. 3.— The steamer 
Walla Walla was sunk early Thursday 
morning as the result of a coiiisioa 
with an unknown iron wiling vessel. 
News of the disaster was brought to 
Trinidad by a boat from the foundered 
vessel and later the steamer Dispatch 
arrived with 60 of the crew and pas- 
ssogers of the v/recked veisel. The 
Walla Walla left Ban Francisco on 
Jan. 1 for Puget Sound points. It is 
thought here that 40 lives were lost In 
the wreck of the Walla Walla. The 
collision occurred at four o'clock in 
the morning when all the passengers 
were asleep. Some of the passengers 
on the steadier escaped in small boats 
and rafts. Tliey ar > unable tO Isr.d 
owing to the character of the coast, 
and drifted about all tiay. when they 
were picked up by t»«.o steamer Dis- 
patch. One boat with seven peopia 
arrived at Trinidad SO milts north of 
here. 

George Relse of San Franclscp. a 
passenger, gave the following account 
ot the accident: 

! -It was 4:10 o'clock when the 
' French vessel hit the Walla Walla in 
the bow. All were asleep, i he weather 
was clear, the sea was rolling high. 
I All were dumfounded. Tne passcn- 
' gers all rushed out of their staterooms 
and the deck was crowded. Captain 
Hall went down into the steerage and 
found a family of seven fastened In a 
room. Two girls of 12 and 14 years 
were fastened between timbers. I'h? 
girls were released and the family as- 
sisted out of their births. All prepar- 
ed to leave the vesseL The captain 
said she woiihl sink. I>ir9l>oa*« and 
rafts were lowered, life preservers 
were put on and the passengers lower- 
ed to the boats. The vessel did not 
sink until 6:46, giving th.^ otaw and 
passengers 35 minutes to leave the 
steamer. Sixty-three were lowered, 
the life saving boats then uvmn: tilled. 
The excitement grew intense among 
the remaining passengers, women 
screamed, men and boys hurriedly 
Jumped off the st«amer. Several did 
not leave until she started to sink. 
The offlcers were cool and collectetl. 
doing every thing possible to save the 
passengers. No one knows the cause 
of the collision, but the second ofllcer 
and he is missing. As soon us the 
French vessel penetrated the steam- 
er's bow It was but a short time till 
she withdrew, leaving lUe passfn^erb 
at the mercy of the high sea and lend- 
ing no assistance whatever." 

A report from Eureka that there 
were 1C5 passengers on Ix.ard the 
Walla Walla when she went down Is 
probably not correct. 

The Pacific Coast Steamship com- 
pany has Issued a statement showing 
that the Walla Walla carried 64 pas- 
sengers and a crew of 80 men. The 
company has no definite infurmai um 
as to the number of persona drwned. 
but places little credence in tbe re- 
port telegraphed from Eureka that the 
number of lost will reach 4o 

Twenty-seven of the passengers of 
the Walla Walla are missing. All the 
rest are accounted for. 

To Search For the Missing. 
San Francisco, Jan. 3.— Captain Hai| 
of the Walla Walia reporteu to th-^ 
Pacific Coast SUamship company by 
telephone. He said that the Walla 
Walla collided with aa unknown 
j French bark at 4 o'clock Thursday 
morning during hazy weather Thp 
French vessel had no lights displayed. 
The Walla Walla sink in 15 minutes. 
CapUln Hall haa ordered tugboats 
from Eureka sent to search fur three 
mlsslBg lUe boats of tha Walia Walla.

"1 shall leave the United States in 
April and ko to niy fathci laiid. I shall 
go there to work like any factory band 
or any laborer With the pick and abov- 
el, and eT«ry dffleer of my cabinet will 
be expected and compelled to do tho 
same."

J. M. Ledridge lost three head 
of fat steers this week, J. M. MIder two 
head, R. M. Holt five bead in one dn[> 
D. B. Watts aeveral head, John H. flwil 
a fine cow. All of these losses have oc- 
curred in the vicinity of Versaillea in 
Woodford. 

The matter of stock dyini; from eating 
new corn, new fodder, worm dust, lorg* 
bum, etc., has be4>n thoroughly inveeti* 
gated by the IllinoiH agricultural college, 
which states that the deaths are due to 
nothing more than a snddeo ehaaga of 
feed and t^at the worm doat on the com 
ia not harmful.
